Carlovingian Manuscript on Vellum, 
with splendid Miniatures; 

395 leaves (10 by 7\ inches ), the headings in fine 
Roman capitals , or beautiful large Uncials; some in 
Rustic capitals: illuminated with royal magnifi¬ 
cence, many pages written in gold on purple ground; 
enclosed in a morocco case , £1000. 

Written probably in the Abbey of St. Michael , 
at Verdun , about a.d. 870 

This superb MS. is a marvel of sumptuous artistic decoration, aud was pro¬ 
bably executed for Charles the Bald, whose fondness for fine MSS. is well known 
to the students of palteographical history. From the prominence given to the 
festival of the Dedication oi St. Michael’s Church, it seems likely to have been 
executed in a monastery dedicated to that archangel. There was one near 
Verdun which fell to the share of Charles the Bald at the partition of Lorraine 
in a.d. 870. The first four leaves are occupied by full-length figures of the 
four Evangelists, each of whom is represented as writing his Gospel, the opening 
sentence of which is on a scroll in letters of gold, the background of each paint¬ 
ing being decorated with a rich pattern of leaf work. The fifth leaf present a 
the Salvator Mundi seated on a gold arc. Folio 6 is a splendid page of inter¬ 
laced capitals, a blaze of Gold, signifying with 15 letten—“ Legend dm per 
axki curriculum.” On the reverse are curiously interlaced three capitals, 
signifying “ Dominus.” Page 10 represents the word “ Skqubntia,” a marvel 
of interlacement in gold and rich colours: pp. 12-13 bear the words “ Evan- 
gklii” “ Secundum” in the same style, but entirely varied. P. 14 presents 
two large intricately designed letters, within which are worked the words 
“ Respokdbakt omnks, Gloria tibi Domine.” On p. 15, from the maze of 
interlaced golden letters we decipher “In illo tempore; 1 ’ pp. 16-17 contain 
io gold uncial characters the opening of St. Matthew’s Gospel. To pass on for 
wane of space, pages 35-8 have an empurpled ground, shadowed with white in 
leaf pattern, on which are emblazoned the lections of the Festival of the 
Purification, in gold uncial letters. At pages 171-4 are the lections of 
Maundy-Tuursday, in gold semi-uncial characters on white ground. Then 
for the great festival of Easter are 17 gorgeous pages of intricate golden 
letters on empurpled ground, most delicately shadowed with white in different 
devices, the text in uncial and semi-uncial characters of gold. No description, 
however, can do justice to this noble monument of ancient art, which is one of 
the finest existing productions of the revival of learning and taste under Charle¬ 
magne. The uncial letters are of extraordinary beauty, but they are not finer 
than the large Roman capitals which are also used for headings. 

The festival of Epiphany is headed by its ancient and unusual name Theo- 
phania; in the text the diphthongs ae and oe are found usually written as two 
separate letters, and the general correctness of the scribe is remarkable. In the 
large miniatures (each occupying a full page) it is evident, from the manner in 
which the Illuminator depicted St. Mark and St. Luke, that the Chrysography in 
this very volume was executed by means of an ordinary pen dipped in fluid gold. 

Among the vaiious choice collections of Manuscripts that have been dis¬ 
persed of Tate rears, it is doubtful if any volume can compare with the present, 
which is indeed a treasure the richest collector might be proud to possess.

This MS., probably written in Eastern France in the time of Charles the 
Simple, is a remarkably beautiful specimen of Carlovingian calligraphy, and is, 
considering its age, attainable at a low price. 

It is needless to enlarge on the very rare occurrence of Biblical MSS. of this 
early date, and their value for criticism of the text. 

On some of the blank pages, certain forms connected with the electing of a 
Prioress of Polinchusen are written in a handwriting of the fifteenth century. 
They include her oath which was to be taken on this ancient copy of the Gospels.

This important and valuable Manuscript is that cited by Vercellone in bis 
“ Varies Lectiones Vulgates Latin ob Bibliorwn Editionu ,” as Codex U. It belongs 
to what is usually termed the “ Recensio Alenina** with which it generally agrees, 
but exhibits some few important readings not to be found there. The com¬ 
mencement and also the continuation as far as I Chronicles vi., are supplied by a 
fifteenth-century hand. 

Eleventh Century. 

4 EVANGELIARIUM pro Feriis et Diebus Sanctorum, 

small folio, Manuscript on Vellum, a splendid, 
specimen of early calligraphy, written probably for some 
cathedral, as the binding seems to have been robbed of 
silver carvings and enamels; in the original oak boards 
with gilt edges, £25. about a.d. 1000 

This is truly a very fine palseographical monument; the regularity and 
beauty of the bold rounded characters striking the eye with most remarkable 
effect. A higher antiquity has been attributed to the volume than is here 
claimed for it, a note on the fly-leaf running thus: “ Nullus in hoc continentur 
post S. Lambertum f 708, beatorum, ergo videtur hie codex scriptus exeunte 
beculo VIII. vel ineunte seculo nono.” The St. Lambert alluded to in this 
note, was the Bishop of Maestricht and Lilge, whose murder has been attributed 
by various writers to various years, from 696 to 708. From his name and those 
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of wot other Saints, including Bishops and Martyrs of Cologne, the MS. was 
evidently executed within the limits of this diocese.

Vellum, with illuminated headings , hound in red velvety 
in a brown morocco case 1 £150. 

( Constantinople ) about a.d. 1000 

Perfect throughout, and exhibiting the more ancient form of 
the text, in a very pare state, without itacism or alteration. Like the Codex 
Vatican ns and most of the earliest MSS., it omits that portion of the received 
text which is numbered John viii, 1-11 (containing the story of the woman 
taken in adultery), which the best critics reject as not genuine, but which appears 
in almost all the cursive MSS. and many of the uncials. In John i, 28, the 
word Be than ia appears, unaltered to Bethabara; which is also a note of great 
antiquity in the text, as after the time of Origen, who corrected the word, nearly 
all MS. exhibit the reading Bethabara. In Mat. iv, 10, this MS. agrees with 
the Vatican Codex in omitting the words 6iriout pov. Although without minia¬ 
tures of the Evangelists such as may be seen in other MSS. of equal age, this 
codex takes nevertheless a different and far higher place amongst the authorities 
for collation of the text, and is perhaps in that respect the most valuable of all 
the cursive MSS. now known. 

The dative iota is always omitted; the breathings exhibit the transition from 
square to rounded shape.

4to. including ten 
blank), fine Byzantine illuminated Manuscript 
upon Vellum, with 4 large Paintings of the Evan¬ 
gelists, the capitals and headings in gold , beautifully 
bound in green morocco extra , blind-tooled , enclosed in 
a red velvet case , with compartments and spring , perfect 
throughout , £210. ( Constantinople ) about a.d. 1000 

It is a circumstance of very great rarity to fina all the four pictures of the 
Evangelists in one MS., and an nnnsnal interest attaches in consequence to the 
present codex, which is quite perfect, and also important as having been copied 
from one of the most ancient texts. A couple of leaves were however cancelled 
by the contemporary corrector, who substituted three leaves in a different hand¬ 
writing, for tl»e purpose of supplying the omission of John viii, 1-11. As far 
ms any peculiarities of the writing are concerned, it has to be said that there are 
not veiy many instances of itacism; the dative iota is sometimes ascript, and 
sometimes omitted, but never subscript; and the breathings are scarcely modi¬ 
fied from the old rectangular shape. 

The word used in John i. 28, was originally Bethabara, but the scribe (not 
the corrector) seems to have erased it himself and changed it to Bethania, whidh 
may probably be accounted for by bis recollection of the received text. He 
would have made an unintentional change in transcribing at first, and then 
perceiving that the archetype read Bethania, corrected himself.

ford, A PERFECT GEM, £200. ScBC. XI. 

Perfect, with the exception of the leaf which should contain Luke xix. 
10-26, and which has been cut away, as well as the leaf on which was the minia¬ 
ture representing the painting of that Evangelist. 

A Manuscript no less precious for its text, than as a specimen of Byzantine 
Art in the Eleventh Century. The paintings which represent St. Mark and St. 
John (that of Matthew being damaged by the loss of colour) are infinitely 
superior to the ordinary character of the work in old MSS. The design and the 
execution are alike admirable. Indeed the graceful style of ornamentation used 
in the borders to the Canon (arches of gold richly decorated, supported by light 
pillars of coloured marbles) as well as the Gospel-headings, is quite sufficient to 
place this MS. amongst the most valuable Codices of the Greek Gospels, from 
an artistic point of view. 

The handwriting is an excellent cursive with headings in a semi-uncial 
character; there is no division between words, and the breathings are noted 
in the quadrate (or half h) shape, which Montfaucon says ceased to be 
usual after the tenth century. The dative iota is not subscribed, but gene¬ 
rally affixed at the end of the word (and occasionally omitted). Another point 
for remark is the use of the epenthetic v before consonants; but this is not 
always seen in the text. Abbreviations are only adopted in the words and 
names usually so found in the earliest MSS., and in a few places where termi¬ 
nations are contracted for want of space. 

The text offers an immense number of valuable Various Readings , but<gene- 
rally agrees with the received version. A remarkable feature of the MS. is the 
prologues to each Gospel, differing from the known prefaces of the Fathers as 
given by Erasmus, Mill, and other editors. 

On the last leaf is a memorandum in Greek recording the birth of the then 
possessor’s daughter, named Theodora, on the second of October (St. Justin’s 
day), in the year of the World 6828 (1320 a.c.)

This venerable Ecclesiastical MS. is well worthy the notice of those interested 
in Liturgical matters. The fact that the Feast of the Holy Trinity is to be 
found in its place here, is one of no slight interest when the age of the volume is 
considered. The Antiphonary portion of the book is older than the remainder. 
This second part was written after the death of St. Adalbert, the Apostle 
of the Prussians, who was martyred in 997, and whose name is mentioned 
in the Proprium Sanctorum. It appears from an examination of the text 
that the volume was written in a monastery dedicated to St. Peter and St. Denis; 
while the use of special prayers for the King as well as the Emperor, besides a 
particular reference to St. Sigismund, seems to prove that the monastery was in 
Burgundy, perhaps at Arles or Vienne. In the Qeneralis Prayer, it is remark¬ 
able that the words and otw abbat are three times erased, from which it might bo 
supposed that the book was written in some house where a sort of temporary 
schism and secession had taken place after the election of a new abbat. [Such 
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an event occurred in Mont Majonr at Arles in the year 998.] It is in the same 

g rayer that the words occur “ istum locum, cum tota familia et congregatione 
. Petri et S. Dionysii in which, strange to say, the name of St. Denis is also 
defaced. 

The name Fridericus Diaconus appears at the bottom of two pages, in the 
original scribe’s handwriting.

About a.d. 1080-1100 

The handwriting exhibits the early appearance of a slight tendency to Gothic 
form in the round Roman character. To judge from the names of feast-days 
in the “ Capitulate Ewangeliorum de anni circulo,” the MS. might have been 
written in Rome. At the same time it must be remarked, from the spelling of 
Eicangeliorum , and the character of the writing, that the book ought rather to 
be assigned to a more northern origin. A monk named Ambrosias (see 
s subscription below) was a scribe of note in the monastery of St Arnnlf, at Meta, 
about a.d. 1070-90. 

The original text was full of variations from the accepted form of the 
Vulgate, but a later hand (13th century) has made corrections and additions in 
many places. This corrector evidently regarded the codex with much veneration, 
since be destroyed nothing; the mode adopted by him being to write the substi¬ 
tuted word above the original one, without touching the latter, and in the case 
of words and phrases which he considered superfluous or interpolated, to mark 
them by a line of dots beneath. But even his corrections have not always the 
effect of restoring what is considered the true language of St. Jerome. In 
Matthew xxiv, the verse usually interpolated in the Vulgate before the 
publication of the received text, is added on the margin, in the corrector’s hand¬ 
writing, to be inserted after the 41st verse: “ Duo in lecto, unus assumetur, et 
alter relinquetur.” In a few instances the MUSIC of some passages is written 
above the line in red ink. The striking verses 19-22 in Matthew viii. were 
omitted by the original scribe, but are added at the side bv the corrector. 

The name of the writer is written on the last leaf after the following four 
lines, which indicate that he had the intention of continuing his transcription of 
the Testament:

This MS., probably written in Eastern France in the time of Charles the 
Simple, is a remarkably beautiful specimen of Carlovingian calligraphy, and is, 
considering its age, attainable at a low price. 

It is needless to enlarge on the very rare occurrence of Biblical MSS. of this 
early date, and their value for criticism of the text. 

On some of the blank pages, certain forms connected with the electing of a 
Prioress of Polinchusen are written in a handwriting of the fifteenth century. 
They include her oath which was to be taken on this ancient copy of the Gospels. 

3 BIBLIA LATINA (Gen. xxxiv. 11, usque ad IY. Reg. 

xviii. 27), folio, a venerable Manuscript on Vellum, 
in Carlovingian characters, 238 leaves, with Capitals, 
in the original oak boards, covered with stamped leather, 
£30. Sec. x. 

This important and valuable Manuscript is that cited by Vercellone in bis 
“ Vance Lectxtmes Vidgatce Latin ob BibUorwm Editionu ,” as Codex U. It belongs 
to what is usually termed the “ Recensio Alcuina” with which it generally agrees, 
but exhibits some few important readings not to be found there. The com¬ 
mencement and also the continuation as far as I Chronicles vi., are supplied by a 
fifteenth-century hand. 

Eleventh Century. 

4 EVANGELIARIUM pro Feriis et Diebus Sanctorum, 

small folio, Manuscript on Vellum, a splendid 
specimen of early calligraphy, written probably for some 
cathedral, as the binding seems to have been robbed of 
silver carvings and enamels; in the original oak boards 
with gilt edges, £25. about a.d. 1000 

This is truly a very fine palaeograpbical monument; the regularity and 
beauty of the bold rounded characters striking the eye with most remarkable 
effect. A higher antiquity has been attributed to the volume than is here 
claimed for it, a note on the fly-leaf running thus: “ Nullus in hoc continentur 
post S. Lambertum f 708, beatorum, ergo videtur hie codex scriptus exeunte 
beculo VIII. vel ineunte seculo nono.” The St. Lambert alluded to in this 
note, was the Bishop of Maestricht and Lilge, whose murder has been attributed 
by various writers to various years, from 696 to 708. From his name and those 
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of ma other Saints, including Bishops and Martyrs of Cologne, the MS. was 
evidently executed within the limits of this diocese. 

5 EVANGELIA QUATUOR, GREECE, 4to. MS. on 

Vellum, with illuminated headings, hound in red velvety 
in a brown morocco case, £150. 

( Constantinople) about a.d. 1000 

Perfect throughout, and exhibiting the more ancient form of 
the text, in a very pure state, without itacism or alteration. Like the Codex 
Vatican os and most of the earliest MSS., it omits that portion of the received 
text which is numbered John via, 1-11 (containing the story of the woman 
taken in adultery), which the best critics reject as not genuine, bnt which appears 
in almost all the cursive MSS. and many of the uncials. In John i, 28, the 
word Be than ia appears, unaltered to Bethabara; which is also a note of great 
antiqoity in the text, as after the time of Origen, who corrected the word, nearly 
all MS. exhibit the reading Bethabara. In Mat. iv, 10, this MS. agrees with 
the Vatican Codex in omitting the words bit'tout pov. Although without minia¬ 
tures of the Evangelist* such as may be seen in other MSS. of equal age, this 
codex takes nevertheless a different and far higher place amongst the authorities 
for collation of the text, and is perhaps in that respect the most valuable of all 
the cursive MSS. now known. 

The dative iota is always omitted; the breathings exhibit the transition from 
square to rounded shape. 

6 EVANGELIA QUATUOR, GREECE, cum Canonibus 

Eusebii, 410 leaves (in 2 vols. sm. 4to. including ten 
blank), fine Byzantine illuminated Manuscript 
upon Vellum, with 4 large Paintings of the Evan¬ 
gelists, the capitals and headings in gold , beautifully 
bound in green morocco extra , blind-tooled, enclosed in 
a red velvet case , with compartments and spring , perfect 
throughout, , £210. ( Constantinople) about a.d. 1000 

It is a circumstance of very great rarity to find all the four pictures of the 
Evangelists in one MS., and an unusual interest attaches in consequence to the 
present codex, which is quite perfect, and also important as having been copied 
from one of the most ancient texts. A couple of leaves were however cancelled 
by the contemporary corrector, who substituted three leaves in a different hand¬ 
writing, for tlie purpose of snpplying the omission of John viii, 1-11. As far 
as any peculiarities of the writing are concerned, it has to be said that there are 
not veiy many instances of itacism; the dative iota is sometimes ascript, and 
sometimes omitted, but never subscript; and the breathings are scarcely modi¬ 
fied from the old rectangular shape. 

The woid used in John i. 28, was originally Bethabara, but the scribe (not 
(he corrector) seems to have erased it himself and changed it to Bethania, whidh 
may probably be accounted for by bis recollection of the received text He 
would have made an unintentional change in transcribing at first, and then 
perceiving that the archetype read Bethania, corrected himself. 

7 EVANGELIA IV, Gra:cb, cum Canone Eusebii, small 

4to. Splendid Manuscript on Vellum, beautifully 
written in a very clear hand, the Canon of Eusebius 
within elegant borders, richly illuminated in gold and 
colours , the headings of each Gospel in letters of gold 
within elaborately illuminated ornaments, numerous 
capitals in gold; adorned with Three large ^Minia- 
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tures of St. Matthew, St. Mark, and St. John, 

executed in colours on a gold ground , bound in brown 
Levant morocco, elegantly ornamented on bach and 
sides after the antique , vellum flyleaves , and gilt edges, 
enclosed in a solander case covered with rich crimson 
velvet, and lined inside with white silk velvet , by Bed¬ 
ford, A PERFECT GEM, £200. Scec. XI. 

Pkufkct, with the exception of the leaf which should contain Luke xix, 
10-20, and which has been cut away, as well as the leaf on which was the minia¬ 
ture representing the painting of that Evangelist. 

A Manuscript no less precious for its text, than as a specimen of Byzantine 
Art in the Eleventh Century. The paintings which represent St. Mark and St. 
John (that of Matthew being damaged by the loss of colour) are infinitely 
superior to the ordinary character of the w r ork in old MSS. The design and the 
execution are alike admirable. Indeed the graceful style of ornamentation used 
in the borders to the Canon (arches of gold richly decorated, supported by light 
pillars of coloured marbles) as well as the Gospel-headings, is quite sufficient to 
place this MS. amongst the most valuable Codices of the Greek Gospels, from 
an artistic point of view. 

The handwriting is an excellent cursive with headings in a semi-uncial 
character; there is no division between words, and the breathings are noted 
in the quadrate (or half h) shape, which Montfaucon says ceased to be 
usual after the tenth century. The dative iota is not subscribed, but gene¬ 
rally affixed at the end of the w’ord (and occasionally omitted). Another point 
for remark is the use of the epenthetic v before consonants; but this is not 
always seen in the text. Abbreviations are only adopted in the words and 
names usually so found in the earliest MSS., and in a few places where termi¬ 
nations are contracted for want of space. 

The text offers an immense number of valuable Various Readings, but gene¬ 
rally agrees with the received version. A remarkable feature of the MS. is the 
prologues to each Gospel, differing from the known prefaces of the Fathers as 
given by Erasmus, Mill, and other editors. 

On the last leaf is a memorandum in Greek recording the birth of the then 
possessor’s daughter, named Theodora, on the second of October (St. Justin’s 
dav), in the venr of the World 6828 (1320 a.c.) 

8 ANTIPHONALE et MISSARIUM, sm. folio, Manu¬ 
script on Vellum, 149 leaves (11* by 8 inches), with 
the Music in Neumes, ornamented icith painted Ini¬ 
tials (6 very large illuminated in gold, silver, and 
colours ), in the ancient oak boards , covered in stamped 
pigskin, icith brass bosses, £36. About a.d. 1000-1050 

This venerable Ecclesiastical MS. is well worthy the notice of those interested 
in Liturgical matters. The fact that the Feast of the Holy Trinity is to be 
found in its place here, is one of no slight interest when the age of the volume is 
considered. The Antiphonary portion of the book is older than the remainder. 
This second part was written after the death of St. Adalbert, the Apostle 
of the Prussians, who w r as martyred in 997, and whose name is mentioned 
in the Proprium Sanctorum. It appears from an examination of the text 
that the volume was written in a monastery dedicated to St. Peter and St. Denis; 
while the use of special prayers for the King as well as the Emperor, besides a 
particular reference to St. Sigismund, seems to prove that the monastery was in 
Burgundy, perhaps at Arles or Vienne. In the Oeneralis Prayer, it is remark¬ 
able that the words and our abbat arc three times erased, from which it might be 
supposed that the book was written in some house where a sort of temporary 
schism and secession liad taken place after the election of a new abbat. [Such 
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an event occurred in Mont Majour at Arles in the year 998.] It is in the same 
prayer that the words occur “ istum locum, cum tota familia et congregations 
8. Petri et S. Dionysii in which, strange to say, the name of St. Denis is also 
defaced. 

The name Fridericus Diaconus appears at the bottom of two pages, in the 
original scribe's handwriting. 

9 EVANGELIA QUATUOR, Latine, cum Prologis, 

Argumentis et Breviariis, Latine, small folio, fine 
Ancient Manuscript on Vellum, with Canon of 
Eusebius , Miniature of St. Matthew , and initial 
letter finely ornamented in the Byzantine style , without 
the leaf containing the commencement of St. Mark's 
Gospel , bound in gros-grain red morocco elegant, hand¬ 
somely ornamented after the antique , vellum fly-leaves, 
gilt edges, enclosed in a solander case covered with rick 
blue Geneva velvet, and lined inside with white silk 
velvet, lettered on morocco, by Bedford, £72. 

About a.d. 1080-1100l 

The handwriting exhibits the early appearance of a slight tendency to Gothic 
form in the round Homan character. To judge from the names of feast-days 
in the “ Capitulare Ewangeliorum de anni circulo," the MS. might have been 
written in Rome. At the same time it must be remarked, from the spelling of 
EtcangeUorwm , and the character of the writing, that the book ought rather to 
be assigned to a more northern origin. A monk named Ambrosius (see 
« subscription below) was a scribe of note in the monastery of St Arnulf, at Metz, 
about a.d. 1070-90. 

The original text was full of variations from the accepted form of the 
Vulgate, but a later hand (13th century) has made corrections and additions in 
many places. This corrector evidently regarded the codex with much veneration, 
since he destroyed nothing?; the mode adopted by him being to write the substi¬ 
tuted word above the original one, without touching the latter, and in the case 
of words and phrases which he considered superfluous or interpolated, to mark 
them by a line of dots beneath. But even his corrections have not always the 
effect of restoring what is considered the true language of St. Jerome. In 
Matthew xxiv, the verse usually interpolated in the Vulgate before the 
publication of the received text, is added on the margin, in the corrector’s hand¬ 
writing, to be inserted after the 41st verse: “ Duo in lecto, unus assumetur, et 
alter relinquetur.” In a few instances the MUSIC of some passages is written 
above the line in red ink. The striking verses 19-22 in Matthew viii. were 
omitted by the original scribe, but are added at the side bv the corrector. 

The name of the writer is written on the last leaf after the following four 
lines, which indicate that he had the intention of continuing his transcription of 
the Testament:

Twelfth Century. 

10 LECTIONARIUM, secundum usum dieeceseos Augus- 

tanse, continens Epistolas et Evangelia, folio, Magni¬ 
ficent early Manuscript on Vellum, richly illumi- 
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noted, every page hearing some hind of ornament in 
gold, silver, and vivid colouring, in the form of headings, 
architectural pillar borders, human and grotesque ini¬ 
tials, &c. in ancient stamped leather, enclosed in a 
morocco case, £550. About a.d. 1160 

This copious collection of Lessons was executed in the great Benedictine 
Abbey of Ottobeuem, in Bavaria, soon after the middle of the twelfth century. 
We may conjecture that it was one of the first books illuminated there after the 
fire of 1152, when the Abbat Isengrin enlarged and enriched the library. This 
supposition is strengthened by the unusual splendour of decoration and calligra- 
phical beauty which are seen in the MS. The writing is of great accuracy and 
elegance, consisting of handsome lower-case majuscules, on very good and sub¬ 
stantial vellum, with rubric titles of the Holy Days throughout the year, with 
the proper lessons appointed for them. 

The great number of illuminations in this volume may be best expressed by 
stating that every separate lesson is commenced by a large and well-painted 
Initial Letter, most of them being remarkably lustrous with colours, gold 
and a white metal in nearly all places remaining unchanged, whence it has been 
supposed to be some preparation of tin. These letters are in general richly and 
gravely drawn and painted in the style of twisted Capitals; but some few of 
them contain human figures, and a still smaller number are composed of gro¬ 
tesque animals. 

This interesting MS. has belonged successively to the late eminent Collectors, 
Mr. Singer and Sir W. Tite. A line in the handwriting of the fifteenth century, 
on the fly-leaf, states that the book belonged to the Abbey of Ottobeuem. At 
the auction of the late Sir William Tite’s Library on the 27th May, 1874, it sold 
for £550. 

11 SULPICIUS SEVERUS de Vita SANCTI MARTINI 

Turonensis; Johannes Diaconus de Vita Sancti Gre- 
gorii Pape; Leontius Episcopus Neapoleos de Vita 
Johannis [Eleemosynabii] Epi. [Patriarch®] Alex¬ 
andria; Vita Sci. Marciali8 Epi. [Lemovicensis]; 
Constantius Presbyter de Vita Sci. Germani Autisio- 
dorensis Epi.; Avitus Pbr. de revelatione Sti. Ste- 
phani; De Adventu Corporis Scissimi. Benedicti; Vita 
beati Egidi Abbis.; Inventio Sancte Cru'cis; Passio 
Sci. Marchi Evgliste; Vita S. Prudentii; in 1 vol. 
sm. folio, Manuscript on Vellum, with several 
extremely curious painted initials, in an old parchment 
binding, formerly in the library of the Jesuit College 
at Agen, £15. Sec. xii. 

A curious and valuable collection of early Christian writers, who lived 
between the 4th and 7th centuries. The above MS. was evidently executed in 
Southern France: it contains a corpus of valuable works, such as hardly ever 
occurs for sale. The last piece was not finished by the scribe; only the first 
page of it is written. 

12 AUGUSTINI (Beati) Tractatus in Psalmos, Can- 

ticum Graduum et Enchiridion, sm. folio, Manuscript 
on Vellum, by a Spanish scribe, written on 180 leaves 
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(10 by 7 inches) in the original oak boards , £14. 

Sec. xii. 

At the end is a notice that the Scribe's name was Didacns, and an inscription 
claims the Manuscript as “ Liber Sanctss Mari® de Benevivere : qni abstnlerit 
Anathema sit.” Benevivere was the ancient name of the Cistercian abbey of 
Yalrerde in Old Castile, fonnded in 1169. 

13 GALFRIDI MONUMETENSIS Historia Britonum et 

Vita Merlini ; BEDE presbyteri Historia gentis An- 
glorum ; in 1 vol. folio, MS. on Vellum, an interest¬ 
ing ancient fragment consisting of forty-seven leaves 
written in double columns , bound in velvet , £4. 

Written in England , about a.d. 1180-1200 

Doubly interesting by reason of its contents and its age. There are 25 pp. 
of Geoffrey of Monmouth, including the proper beginning of his book and that 
of the Merlin Episode ; 48 pp. of Bede ; the other 21 pp. are occupied by parts 
of the Romance of Alexander, etc. 

14 GREGORII PAPAS expositio in libro Ihezechielis pro- 

phetae ad Marianum episcopum. At the end: Explicit 
Omelia decima beati Gregorii papae in extrema parte 
Ihezechielis prophete, sm. folio, fine Manuscript on 
Vellum, on 148 leaves , with curious coloured initial 
letters , old calf £12. About a.d. 1200 

This MS. was written in the great Abbey of Premonstrates of Sta. Maria 
in Parco, near Louvain, as appears from the inscription by the original scribe on 
the last page of the text: “ Liber see Marie in Parcho.” The last word, 
although intentionally erased, is not qnite effaced. On the reverse of the same 
leaf is a list, in a later hand, of the privileges granted to the monastery by 
several Popes, and Princes of Lorraine and the Netherlands. 

Thirteenth Century. 

15 PLANTAGENET MISSAL. MISSALE GALLI- 

CANUM, sm. folio, MS. on Vellum, written in double 
columns in a bold Gothic hand , with ornamental painted 
initials , bound in vellum , from the library of the late 
Dr. Todd of Trinity College , Dublin, £100. 

About a.d. 1200 

Evidently written in Anjou about the time of King John's accession to the 
English throne. Its special connexion with the royal family of England is seen 
in the memorandum written in the margin of the Memento for the Dead: 

“ Edmund! Comitis Coraubic,” i.e. Edmund Plantagenet son of Richard King 
of the Romans and grandson of King John. This addition was made on the 
occasion of his death in 1303. On the margin of the Memento for the Living, 
we find inserted in the margin the names of “ Edwardi regis Anglic” and 
“ Margarete de Clere, comities® cornubie,” which must have been written about 
the same time ( 1303), as the lady survived her husband, Earl Edmund. Another 
note of interest is the entry in the margin of the Memento for the Dead of the 
words “ Domini Roberti Cardinalis,” “ Adele Regine.” (Robert, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, who died in 1280, in Italy, soon after receiving the red hat; and 
Adelaide of Savoy, wife of King Louis le Gros of France, who died a.d. 1154.) 

The MS. is therefore of peculiar interest to an English collector, since it 
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mast hare been used in some connexion with the Royal family of England as 
above remarked. 

The liturgical peculiarities are copiously noted in a printed dissertation by 
Dr. Todd, which is pasted upon the fly-leaves. 

In the margin of the prayer for the Pope, the Bishop, and the King, the 
words “ Dni. Regis Francis** are added about the year 1300 ; and on the last 
leaf but one is a prayer for Rex Karolus, added between 1322 and 1328, while 
on the very page where Adela Regina is commemorated the defaced name of 
Blanche is still recoverable on the margin. This was the mother of St Louis, 
Blanche of Castile, who died in 1252. The office for St Louis is also added on 
the second last leaf, written without doubt at the time of his canonization in 
1297. 

It is plain that the incorporation of Anjou into the French monarchy was a 
fact accepted at first with difficulty by the possessors of the MS., which having 
been executed in some monastery founded by one of the Plantagenet princes, or 
else specially done for a member of that family, remained in France after the 
political connexion with England was severed. This accounts for the entries of 
the royal French personages, and also the addition of a service, with a hymn, to 
commemorate Guillaume, Archbishop of Bourges, who died in 1209, and was 
canonized soon after, but who never attained the distinction of a special office in 
any liturgies but a few of Southern France. 

The Galilean character of this missal is 'pointed out by Dr. Todd, whose 
printed description is pasted on the fly-leaves. He held that the MS. had been 
written in or before 1173, when Thomas & Becket was canonized, because the 
original scribe left blanks (afterwards filled in by another) for the collects and 
secreta of his office, as if the service had not yet been definitely settled. 

16 USUARDI MARTYROLOGIUM per anni circulum 
cum duobus Calendariis, communi et proprio. Be¬ 
ginning thus: “ Domino piissimo regum Karolo, 
Ysuardus indignus sacerdos ac monachus perhennem 
in Christo coronam,” sm. folio, fine Manuscript on 
Vellum, written in large hold characters and not 
divided into double columns , twenty lines per page , 
without the first leaf of the first Calendar and the last 
leaf of the text , £15. Diocese of Arles , dr. a.d. 1220 

The first Kalendar, which was written at the same time aA the Martyrology, 
begins with the month of March. It is the ordinary almanac which might hate 
been found in any service-book of the time. But the second Kalendar is one of 
very great interest. It was written probably after the text was completed and 
then inserted in the book. Besides the names it originally contained, many 
others have been added at different times down to the year 1600. The names of 
the Abbesses, Princesses, sisters, and priests attached to the monastery, evidently 
a foundation connected with that of Mont-majoar at Arles, in which it was 
used during the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries, appear in it, with the days 
of their decease, These entries point out the locality: they mention the monas¬ 
teries of St AncJrA and Mont Majour, which belonged to the dioceses of Avignon 
and Arles. The names of the Bishops of Arles also occur with their days, and 
several of the saints belonging to Rarbonne, Languedoc, and Provence. The 
following short entry is not without its interest: it not only exposes the igno¬ 
rance of the lady who wrote it, but also indicates by its spelling of sowrowr , that 
her daily speech was the language of Occitania. It is opposite the 20 of March 
and runs thus: “ Hobiis sourour Ludovyqa’* (hobiis being of coarse meant for 
obiit). 

As for the Martyrology itself, it rarely occurs in MS. Usuardus, a Bene¬ 
dictine monk, composed it some time in the second half of the ninth century, 
and dedicated it to Charles the Bald. It has been printed in two or three edi¬ 
tions, but manuscript copies arc to be found in only few of the gTeat collections 
of the present time. The preface is one of no little interest; it describe tbq 
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object &nd plan of the work, mentioning the previons labours of Jerome and 
Bede, and contains some curious observations on idolatry and the cult of the 
saints. The Martyrology itself begins with the Kalends or 1st of January, and 
ends on the last leaf with St Silvester and the date of the 2nd of the Kalends 
of January, which of course corresponds to the 81st of December. Thus it is 
plain that only a page can be wanting at the end. 

17 GREY FRIARS AT YORK. GREGORII Paps 

Liber XL Omeliarum— Petbi Archidiaconi Lond. 
Remediarium Conversorum in libris XII, addressed to 
the third Bishop of London —Venerabilis Bernardi 
Clarevallensia Abbatis libri Y Exhortationum—Can- 
ticum Canticorum cum glossa interlineari—Bernardus 
super Canticum Canticorum, folio, fine MS. on vellum, 
with small miniatures contained in capital letters illu¬ 
minated in the richest gold and colours by an English 
hand, formerly in the library of Tkoresby, the historian 
of Leeds, £40. York, about a.d. 1230 

This fine English MS. bears a curious history on its fly-leaves, and is in 
many respects a most interesting one. It is marked as assigned to the Friars. 
Minors of York de dono of Symon de . . . . with the value 5s under this 
entry, which was probably made about the year 1300. On another page it is 
noted as having been given in pledge for 30s on the 28 of January, 1400. 
About a.d. 1500, or early in the sixteenth century, it came into the possession of 
John Vicars, Rector of Newton Kyme, near Tadcaster. This John Vicars has 
written some prayers on the final fly-leaves, and added a catalogue of his library, 
with their cost-prices or value attached. This list of books gives particular 
value to the MS., and forms in itself alone an extremely interesting item of 
literary history. We learn from it that an English clergyman, in the fifteenth 
century, was possessor (and doubtless reader too) of the works of 

S. Augustine, 4 vols. £3.; St Jerome, 4books,£1.13s Ad; S. Chrysostom, 
3 books, 30s; St Gregory, 1 book (the present MS.), 13s Ad; S. Ambrose, 1 
vol. 10s; S. Bernard, 1 vol. 8s; S. Hilary, 6s 8 d; Trido (? Rudolphus de S. 
Trudone) 4 books, 10s; Dionysius the Carthusian, 5 books, £1. 13s Ad; S. 
Epiphanius, 10s; S. Basil the Great, 8s; Anselm, 6s; Cyril, 2 books, 10s; 
Plutarch, 6s 8d; Dionysius the Areopagite, 6s 8 d ; Bede, 2 books, 10s ; Origen, 
2 books, 8s; Macrobius, 12<i; Hamon, 6s; Cyprian, 2 books, 3s 3d; Thomas 
Aquinas on the Sentences, 4 vols. 4s ; Sermons of J. h Voragine, 2 books, 
2s 8d. 

In a later hand there is added by Roger Hollings, the Glebe of Newton 
Kyme in 1563. After which the MS. became the property of Robert Midgeley 
of Coxwold, who gave it to Ralph Thoresby, in the Catalogue of whose Museum 
it will be found fully described, with some slight errors, however, as, 
for example, his supposition that John Vicars lived before the invention of 
printing. The appearance of Dionysius the Carthusian in his list was enough 
to show the absurdity of this notion. 

18 SAL0M0NIS Parabola, Ecclesiastes, Cantica Can¬ 

ticorum, Liber Sapeenti.® et Ecclesiasticus cum 
Commentariis et Glossis, folio, Manuscript on Vel¬ 
lum, written on 228 leaves (10| by 7 inches'), with 
painted Capitals, citron morocco, £5. Sec. xm. 

A number of marginal notes illustrating the text in the mystico-metaphy- 
sical style of the scholastic philosophy has induced a former owner to have the 
book lettered “ Opera Regis Salomoms cam Caballa.”

The bulk of this volume was written probably towards the middle of the 
thirteenth century, in the Benedictine Abbey of Egmund in North Holland, as 
it contains an entry which will be found in no other service. That is, the occur¬ 
rence in the Calendar and Litany of the name of St. Erlinda, daughter of 
Theodoric, Count of Holland, and first Abbess of Egmund in the tenth century. 
This monastery was a very important one in its earlier times. 

The MS. must have been carried to Italy before it was a hundred years old, 
as a fresh Calendar is added, and numerous insertions made in the original one, 
evidently done in the same Italian monastery where the Humiliate Hymns were 
annexed to the book. In these hymns, written about a.d. 1400, the Music is 
noted.

The great size of this MS., its sound and perfect state, and the grotesque 
character of its decorations, pointing at once to an English origin, render it a 
highly desirable acquisition to any rich library. The Miniatures contained 
within the initials are for the most part about three inches square, and they are 
in themselves excellent specimens of old English art-work. The warriors 
whose figures appear in them are all in full chain armour with hoods of mail, 
and the ladies, rustics, and other personages are robed in the costumes of the 
thirteenth century. There are corrections, or rather varietates lectionis indicated 
in the mode of corrections, throughout the text, in such a manner as testifies to 
extreme accuracy in the production of the MS. Nothing is apparent to show 
the exact locality in which it was transcribed, or for whom the work was done, 
but everything tends to indicate that it was no ordinary monkish transcript, but 
a special and important Codex, collated with the most ancient and valuable 
MSS. then accessible. There is no other such Biblical Codex as the above in my 
extensive stock of MSS.

The first eleven leaves of the book, and the first leaf of the New Testament, 
are in a handwriting of the fifteenth century, evidently having been deficient in 
the original MS. Hence the elegant border and miniature of the first page 
belong to a different period from the rest of the book.

One of the finest MSS. of the kind that I have ever seen. It is perfect 
with the exception of the historiated Initial of Genesis, which has been cnt off. 
As for the Miniatures, their variety, originality, and artistic power are very 
remarkable. While belonging to the same school and type as the Enschede MS. 
above, they are the work of a very superior artist Amongst the Miniatures there 
are frequent representations of men in armour, dressed in full chain-mail, with 
and without surcoats, with long triangular shields, and barred cylindrical 
helmets. In the painting at the beginning of Galatians, S. Paul is represented 
booted and sputred, in the moment of tumbling from his horse (a chestnut), 
which has already fallen to its knees. The Proverbs of Solomon have a picture 
of a schoolmaster who with a raised birch is about to strike the outstretched 
hand of a handsome boy. The illustration to Esther, with Haman hanging below 
the King and the Jewish beauty is curious; and there is real vigour in the assassi¬ 
nation of Holofernes ; with considerable fancy in the representation of Solomon’s 
Fool. Many of the Miniatures possess a special interest in this way; and all 
are beyond the usual style of contemporary work.

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Morinensis diocesis” of which Therouenne, not far from St. Omer, was formerly 
the flourishing capital. It was destroyed by the Spaniards in the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury, and is now a mere village.

There are 
seldom more than two or three Miniatures, in addition to the painted letters, to 
be found in examples of this age and size ; the set of pictures, more or less con¬ 
ventional in type, with which the initials of each book were illustrated, being 
usually confined to the quartos, and not even found in all of those. The present 
MS. is therefore of remarkable interest; and is further distinguished by 
the beauty and original design of the paintings, as well as the finish of their 
execution. In the colouring, there is an harmonious blending of light green 
and crimson with the commoner tints.

The art exhibited in the ornamentation ia peculiarly elegant, and might be 
assigned to a Parisian origin ; but the names in the Calendar and the Saints’ 
lives which appear in the volume, prove almost conclusively that the MS. was 
written for a Monastery in the North-east of France, apparently Cambray, 
towards the close of the thirteenth century, but before the canonization of St. 
Louis (in 1297), whose name, with some others of a similarly late period, is 
added to the original entries in the Calendar. The Calendar is very full, and 
contains many unfamiliar entries which may serve to fix the locality of the 
execution of the MS. One of these names is “ Sechani Abbatis,” a Burgundian 
Abbat of the sixth century, whose festival (19 September) I have rarely seen 
elsewhere recorded in the calendars of mediaeval Liturgies. He belonged to 
Champagne and Burgundy, but may have been venerated a little further north. 

The liturgical value of the book is also high, as the service, hymns, homilies, 
lives of saints, and music, are given in extenso , which is a very unusual thing in 
MSS. of the kind. 

The miniatures are illustrative of the text which they accompany, and are 
designed and coloured with remarkable fineness and delicacy. The adjunct 
oroaments which fill the long straight borders that are drawn upwards and 
downwards from the initials and miniatures, are grotesque and striking. In two 
instances the lower line is occupied by a touroay scent of two knights on horse¬ 
back tilting with lances.

The great 
production of a master-mind, which swayed the thoughts and studies of men for 
many centuries, its importance in the histoiy of human knowledge can never 
diminish.

Perhaps it was death which pnt a sudden end to the Lancelot MS. as it 
closes abruptly on the obverse page of a leaf, the reverse remaining blank. It 
comprises about a sixth part of the entire Romance, but Is of incalculable value 
for its text, by which the printed editions are shewn to be faulty and imperfect. 
The redaction, which was compiled about 1470, and used for publication, not 
merely alters the phraseology to suit the fashion of the time, bnt also omits ranch 
which was considered obsolete or unintelligible. The above fragment is literally 
an article of the utmost intrinsic interest and worth.

The author, a contemporary of the more famous Walter Map, is mentioned 
as Hugh of Cliveland at the end of the Hippomedon (the Chyld Ypomydon of 
Warton and the old balladists), and as Hugh of Rotelande at the beginning of 
the Protesilaus. He is described in Warton and elsewhere as Hugh de Rutland 
of Credenhill in Cornwall. His work is dedicated to Gilbert of Monmouth, at 
whose command he states that he translated it from Latin. Both these Chansons 
de Geste, in which old Greek names are fitted to a mediaeval romance of chivalry, 
have a connection with the Graal legends, King Arthur being represented as 
reigning in France. They are excessively rare, although they must have been 
popular since an abridged English Version of the Ipomydon was printed by 
Wynken de Worde, and is quoted or embodied in various collections of early 
English Romances. There seems to be only one copy of the Hippomedon in 
English collections (in the Cottonian MSS. British Museum), and one of the 
Protesilaus in the Bibliotheque National© at Paris. I cannot find mention of any 
other copies than these, perfect or imperfect. About two leaves are wanting at 
the beginning of the above interesting MS. but there is apparently no other 
imperfection. The versification of the stories is easy and felicitous ; the lan¬ 
guage is philologically curious and interesting.

A beautiful specimen of early Art. The two large paintings are almost 
unique in their way ; they form the crowning ornament of the MS. and give it a 
peculiar attractiveness. The “ Salvator Mundi,” which is a figure of Christ 
seated as divinity, in the vesica piscis , forming the ogival centre of a square 
picture (decorated in its corners with representations qf the Evangelists and their 
Symbols) is a work of rare beauty; which can only have been accomplished by 
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an artist who combined genius and skill with the fervour and earnestness of 
religious devotion. 

The Kalendar is very full of names of French saints seldom met with ; and 
the number of masses and offices in the Proprium Sanctorum is very interesting. 
There is a full service for Thomas a Beckct’s festival, including the hymns and 
music, and St. Louis has several pages devoted to his festival. From the entry 
of the name of St. Denis being in g<3d in the Calendar, and from various special 
reference to him towards the end of the volume, it may be concluded that the 
MS. was executed in the great Monastery of St. Denis near Paris. 

The Prayer for the Pope follows after a long interval, the prayer for “ nostro 
Rege,” and that for the prelates. The words to be used by the parties in the 
Marriage-Service are given in French.

This very splendid old MS. is evidently of Italian execution, and is in 
admirable preservation, with the exception of two places, from which the capitals 
have been cut out. 

Executed, as appears from the escutcheons borne by two warriors in mail, 
exquisitely painted at foot of the first page of book iii, for a member of the De* 
Kossi family of Pisa. An experienced art-connoisseur may be able to detect tlio 
artist—one of the successors of Giotto, and perhaps a rival of Andrea Orgagna 
and Simone Memmi—from his style. 

Some hard-worked doctor, grown weary in lecturing, has written at the foot 
of one of the leaves 

Regis magnifici Karoli lectorum amici 

evidently yearning to quit Bologna or Pisa, and to fall beneath the enlightened 
patronage of Charles V. in Paris. This was about 1370.

“Ce MS. a appartenn a Claude Durf6 et vient de la Bibliotheque de 
l’Archevesque de Sens it afterwards passed into the Galitzin-Golownin and 
Perkins libraries. The volume may date from about the year 1340, as plainly 
appears from the character of the writing and the costume that is depicted in 
the miniatures. As a text, its readings are of prime merit, and the age of the 
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.31S. confers especial value upon it; for although the Roman de la Rose is fre¬ 
quently seen in collections of 3ISS., early ones are excessively rare. Of the 
many which are to be found in the Bibliotbeque Nationale there are only two 
which equal or excel in age the codex that belonged to Claude D’CJrfe ; and one 
of these is imperfect. The numerous fifteenth century MSS. are nearly worthless, 
as texts of this great French allegorical poem; and although Moon’s edition was 
based upon faithful and unwearied labours, it leaves a great deal to be desired. 
The best edition of the Romant de la Rose has yet to be printed. The curious 
miniatures form perhaps the most attractive features of the volume. They are 
in striking contrast to the uniform style, and the stereotyped designs that appear 
in most French MSS., even the very finest; there being something in them of a 
singular and unusual type. There is a depth and sombreness in the colours, 
quite unlike the ordinary style of French art; but by the variety of tones and 
tints a very rich effect is produced. These miniatures may also be looked upon 
as a complete repertory of historical Costume in the days of Philip of Valois. 

On folio 36, obverse, the heading of the page is: “ Ci commence Maistre 
Jehan de Meun sa partie.”

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the only available text for Sir F. Madden’s edition. Wearing so many titles of 
honour, the Banister MS. is a book which must form the central ornament in 
whatever library shall be graced wiih it. 

Of the 170 MSS. that pass under Wycliffe’s name, only the seventeen above 
mentioned have a right to bear it. They contain the New Testament, the trans¬ 
lation of which he completed about 1380; most copies of which, on the judgment 
pronounced against him as a heretic in 1381, were destroyed or mntilated. The 
MSS. usually met with are copies of an independent and different version 
executed some thirty or forty years afterwards, the success of which caused the 
then existing codices of Wycliffe's genuine work to become still scarcer than 
before. Of the Old Testament there exist likewise two differing versions, the 
earlier of which was in similar manner effaced by the later; but Wycliffe had 
nothing to do with that part of the Bible. A MS. of the complete Bible 
recently changed bands at the price of a thousand guineas, but it was not 
Wycliffe’s monumental work ; only a fifteenth century copy of the commoner 
translation made after the death of the great protagonist. 

Amongst the Egerton MSS. in the British Museum there is a Wycliffitc 
Bible, which originally belonged to Humphrey Duke of Gloucester and bears his 
arms. This circumstance, taken in connection with the words “ A vous mo ly 
Gloucester,” which are written on the first page of the Banister MS., seems to 
favour the supposition that we have here the autograph of the good Duke 
Humphrey, pledging himself to protect the then owner of the book. Wycliffe’s 
New Testament was a perilous piece of property at that time, and only to be 
kept in secret; even then the holder 6trove to win assurance of protection from 
one more powerful than himself.

A MOST IMPORTANT AND INVALUABLE MONUMENT OP XYLOGRAPHY, the 
Miniatures being coloured upon rude woodcuts, and thus affording one of the 
earliest known examples of that conjunction of the xylographic art with MS., 
which doubtless led up to the production of the block books. 

The first woodcut bears the inscription, “ Ave Maria. 1 ’ From the character 
of the handwriting in the book, from the name of St. Liitger or Liudger in the 
Calendar, the prominence given to that of St Gotthard in the Calendar and 
litany, and from some obliterated prayers in a Westphalian dialect at the end, 
in a fifteenth century hand, of which several words are still visible, it is evident 
that the volume was produced in North Germany. This establishes an important 
fact in the History of the Origin of Printing, since it proves that Xylography 
existed on the borders of the Low Countries at the beginning of the fifteenth 
centuiy. A valuable addition to our knowledge on the subject is thus obtained, 
as most sound critics have hitherto assigned all such productions, when so ancient 
as the above MS., to South Germany.

The two most recent saints recorded in the Calendar are Edmond Rich, who 
died in 1242, and Richard Bishop of Chichester, who died 1256 , and was canon¬ 
ised before 1264.

Erckenwald, St. Edith, and appears to have l>cen written probably in cither 
the diocese ot York or that of Lincoln. The feast of St. Hugh of Lincoln ap¬ 
pears ns a duplex. The book belonged to the Derby, Odyham, and Welles 
Families, in succession between 1440 and 1520. The Calendar contains various 
entries relating to them, cy. Obiit Edwardus Welles An. dfii 1514 and be lyes 
in saynt nmrv butholfe church ; Obifns Margarete Derby, A. 1440 ; nntus 
Wyllus Odyham, 1501 ; Obvtus Johis Vankelly, A. 1441 ; Obitus Johis Derby 
de London, 14 79 ; Obitus Johne Derby de Hading A. 14f>0 ; Obitns Johis Derby 
Aldermani A. 1481 ; Obitus Will. Derby de Hading A. 1437 ; Obitus Rtidulphi 
Silkstone A. 1434 ; Obitus Klie Derby 1455 ; Nativitas Elysabethe Odyham A. 
1498 ; and numerous similar entries. Prefixed are some diagrams, circles of 
Winds, etc. with explanations in English, in two places of which the Anglo- 
Saxon letter tlwm is used for the th.

A most unusual and magnificent example of English Art. Amongst the 
miniatured borders four are especially remarkable. The first represents an Eng¬ 
lish landscape ; a knight and a monk, both on horseback, are just entering into 
a greenwood, and the former points to a monumental crucifix with side figures 
erected just at the outskirt of the thicket on their left. [This monumeut may 
have been actually existent at the time]. Another represents the Death of Mary 
Magdalen in the solitude, with angels hearing her soul to heaven. Another is a 
hunting scene : deer started, the huntsman on foot blowing his horn, a knight 
on horseback about to follow, and a couple of lovers seated in the shade. The 
last shows in the middle two lovers speaking together, while Death as a skeleton 
bearing a coffin on his shoulder and brandishing his dart, rushes on them from 
behind. At the foot Death lies in the coffin, with his hand stretched out touch¬ 
ing a scroll. 

Bccket’s name is obliterated in the calendar, and defaced in the rubric of the 
Commemoration Service, but the prayers are uninjured, except that the end is 
cut away. There are three or four other leaves cut out in the volume also.

The prominence assigned to St. Fiat in the Calendar and Litany enables us 
to refer the MS. to Tournay or its vicinity. It was written after the canonisation 
of Bernardin of Sienna.

The last miniature in this volume, printed at the head of the “ Oroison a

Wearing a black hood 
which sets off the bright fairness of her face, with a golden rosary hanging f iotn 
her clasped fingers, and a large Prayer-book under her arm, she makes a most 
characteristic picture.

This little Manuscript, wanting a couple of leaves as it does, stands in artistic 
value above most accessible examples of the kind. It is less showy and brilliant, 
but superior in real merit to even the costliest articles that are usually met with. 
For grace of design and natural truth, we might especially instance the picture in 
which the Virgin in bed is giving suck to tho new-born Christ; the Adoration of 
the three Kings ; the presentation of the child at the altar; the scene of the 
Massacre of Innocents in which a mother, fallen upon her knee, tries to save her 
bleeding infant from the soldier who clutches her by the arm and is about to 
strike a second time, while Herod is seen, with outstretched hand, bidding the 
warrior to slay; and an admirably grouped picture shewing the Betrayal of 
Christ. 

The book itself has further interest as belonging to an unusual and local 
type of the Livres d’Hcures. Two entries in the Calendar;—“ Sanctus Marcus 
de Suesione” on the 7 October, and “ Sanctus Gcrmanus de Pratts,*' on the 27 
May, are not found in this form in any other Book of Hours, from which I 
would attribute the execution of the volume either to Paris, or more probably to 
Soissons. In the border of the miniature of the Annunciation there is a kneeling 
figure, with an escutcheon, which may be described as de gueules d la bands d'or ; 
en chef, une merlette. The house of Du Deffand in Nivernois had a similar coat 
of arms, at least for the design but the colours differed : the shield being argent , 
the band and merlette, sable.

Besides the entry in gold letters in the Calendar, of St. Vves’ name, and its 
appearance also in the Litany, there is a special service for his day in the Fro- 
prium Sanctorum. He is remarkable as the only lawyer who was ever made a 
saint. He died in 1303, and was canonized in 1347. 

The Calendar, rubrics, and some of the prayers are in French.

The last twenty-five leaves are entirely in French, in a style of language 
which offers more than the usual crop of linguistic peculiarities—many of them 
to be explained not merely by the age of the MS., but by reference to some sin¬ 
gular dialectal forms. There is a leaf missing near the end, but it cannot have 
borne any illnmination. 

The entry in the Calendar in golden letters, and in the Litany, of the name 
of Sainctin, Bishop of Meaux, points out the diocese in which the MS. was 
executed. The miniatures are remarkable for their artistic beauty.

The MS. is not one of those 
showy pieces of work which dazzle with gold and decoration ; but is an elegant 
specimen of pure French work, chaste in style, and sober though tasteful in its 
ornament and general character. From the fulness of the Calendar, which 
comprises numerous saints venerated all across the north of France from Brittany 
to Flanders, we may conjecture that this MS. was executed in Paris.

Two of the 
miniatures contain the portrait of a lady. Beyond the usual prayers, several 
pages at the end are given to Hymns to the Virgin and the Trinity in French 
rhyme.

By the binder this MS. was lettered as of the tenth century, but the error is 
obvious. Some of the miniatures have diaper-work backgrounds, others burnished 
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gold and silver. The latter are very remarkable and unusual. The faces are 
finished with great care and delicacy ; and altogether in the pure taste of its 
border-ornamentation, and the masterly execution of the paintings, this MS. is 
one of the best examples of the Parisian school that I possess. The Quinze 
Joves and Cinq Kequestes are as usual in French ; and there arc besides several 
prayers in the same language, and French Hymns which give qnite a special 
character to the volume. As a specimen of the Hymns to the Virgin, the first 
few lines are here given :—

The names of the Abbot Basolus and the Archbishop Thierry, of Rheims, 
fix the locality to which the MS. must be assigned.

This is in perfect preservation, and dazzling with illnmmation of that broad 
kind which we expect to find in the books produced in Northern France. The 
name of St Guillermos in the Litany, given after that of St Louis, seems how¬ 
ever to shew that the MS. was executed in Berry. The escutcheon of the noble 
family for which it was done, is painted on the first leaf, dimidiated gold and 
ermine with a shield gold and azure surrounded by four merlets on the gold field ; 
a spearhead, azure, bloody at the point, on the field of ermine ; the escutcheon 
surmounted hy a sun. Some grotesque fancies are seen in the illuminations, 
such as a Confessor chaining up the fiend, a monkey about to fight a duel with a 
devil, and evidently confounded by the likeness to himself of his antagonist.

Besides 
this, an entry in the calendar of “S. Michael de Monte Gargo.” gives an 
additional testimony for Normandy.

On the helmet above is written the 
name Guillermus. There are several memoranda on the fly-leaves concerning 
members of the Lignage and Chatillon families during the seventeenth century 
from its very commencement.

The locality of its origin is indicated by the 
names in the Calendar of SS. CheroD, Aignau, Lubin, Soulenne, and others, but 
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especially by the entry, opposite 17th of October, of la dedicacion notre dame 
de Chrs.” The Calendar is in French, bat there are no French prayers in the 
text 

The larger miniatures which occupy entire pages, painted with heavy borders 
to resemble the frames of pictures, are exquisitely finished and shaded. Most of 
them are done in that beantiful Camaieu style, in which brown or bine shading 
and gold lights form the principal feature. The subjects which are best treated, 
are, Christ in the Manger, the Angel summoning the three Shepherds from 
prayer, the Assumption of the Virgin, and Bathsheba in her Bath.

Its present binding, which bears his arms, is not older than 1750; but there 
can be little reason to deny that the book had been in his possession, and 
preserved in his family until it needed rebinding. A few of the rubrics are in 
French.

The full-page paintings of the Crucifixion, 
the Service of the Mass, and the Penitence of David, are examples of Italian art 
of the best kind.

The foremost of the crowned figures wears a red beard, and seems to be address¬ 
ing a cleric who may represent the Archbishop Reinhold to whom the Emperor 
transferred the relics. The Rhine, with hills and castles on its bank, is in the 
background. The date may be conjectured from the entiy of St. Bernardin of 
Siena, who died in 1444. The office of Saint Ludovicus, Bishop of Toulouse, 
bnt buried at Marseilles, is in the Proprium Sanctorum; which might be an 
argument for the Neapolitan origin of the MS., that Saint being claimed by 
Naples as well as Provence. There is an escutcheon on one of the leaves: a 
shield parted in half, the right gules, with three bars argent , the left gules, two 
pales argent .

Some of the 
pages are written in letters of gold upon a rich lustrous crimson ground; and 
amongst the border ornaments there are portraits and white busts that seem to 
be executed after ancient Roman sculptures of the Emperors. This volume is a 
marvellous specimen of what could be accomplished for the pleasure of some 
wealthy Prince in the early days of the Renaissance, when everything that 
genius could devise was lavished to adorn the luxuries of the great An 
escutcheon painted at foot of the first two miniatures is as follows: or, with a 
voided bend, counter-embattled, azure , a star of the same in chief and point.

In 
each of the miniatures there is a background, in which the glorious beauty of 
the Italian sky and landscape is vividly empictured. The figures arc small but 
marvellously fine in drawing, colouring, and perspective ; the decorative borders 
are at once rich and pure in taste ; and the tout ensemble forces even upon the 
dullest capacity a recognition that work like this could only have been executed 
by a master-hand, in the very home of Art. 

The MS. was probably painted and written for a chief of the order, who may 
be traced by means of the heraldic emblems that occur in the borders. These 
are : azure, a chevronel between three fleura de lis, or ; and a shield azure with a 
bend, gules , charged with three letters d, or.

The rarity of works exhibiting Spanish Art in Illnmination is too well 
known to require any comment The Catalan inscriptions, “ l)iu se lo dimarts 
sanct (It is said on Shrove Tuesday,) on fol. 169, “ Dimecres sant,” (Ash-Wed- 
nesday) on fol. 182, and Divendres sant (Good Friday) on fol. 195, are convinc¬ 
ing proofs of this Manuscript having been executed in Spain. Three of the 
Miniatures, the Adoration of the Three Kings (one painted as a Negro with gold 
earrings) opposite folio 41, the Madonna and Child opposite folio 61, and the 
Death of the Three Horsemen whilst flying the Falcon, opposite folio 111, are 
remarkable for the artistic handling of the subjects. 

The entry of St. Bemardin in the Calendar shows that the book is not earlier 
than the middle of the fifteenth century. The festival and the translation of 
St. Eulalia, patron saint of Barcelona, are both given in red letters in the Calen¬ 
dar, and the name of the city mentioned in each instance, from which we may 
confidently assign the MS. to the capital of Catalonia. The other Spanish Saint 
Eulalia, she of Merida, is entered on the 12th December in the ordinary black 
letter.

A Splendid old English Mannscript, on Vellum, of the end of 
the XIVth Century, presenting an extremely valuable text of the Poet who 
Tanks next in importance to Chaucer in early English Literature. Chaucer, 
although he died before Gower, was younger than the latter, and is sometimes 
called his disciple. The present MS. contains the earlier recension of the work, 
dedicated to Richard the Second, and comprises the complimentanr verses con¬ 
cerning Chancer, which for some reason were omitted in the second issue, dedi¬ 
cated to Henry of Lancaster, when Gower desired to cancel his former loyal 
▼erses on King Richard. 

Dr. Pauli has given a good edition of the work, professing to include the 
additions or alterations of each recension, but either his materials were defective, 
or for some other cause, he has left much undone. For example, the following 
characteristic verses on Richard, which occur within the last 150 lines of the 
poem ought not to have been omitted : — 

Upon my bare knees I preie 
That He my worthie king conveie 
Richard by name the secounde 
In whom hath ever yit be founde 
Justice medled with pite 
Largesce forth with charite 
In his persone it may be schewed 
What is a king to be wel thewed 
Touching of pite namely 
For be yit never dupitonsly 
Agein the lieges of his lond 
Ffor no defaute which he fond 
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Thurgh crualte vengance soughtc 

And though the worldes chauncc in broughte 

Of infortane gret debat 

Yit was he nought infortunat

The aboye MS. in common with most of the early and yaluable texts wants 
five or six leaves at the beginning. It has a very finely executed miniature of 
the Confessor and the Lover at the head of the passage commencing,— 

This worfn preest fns hooly man 
To me spekende f?ua began. 

The forms \> for tb, and J for gh or y, are almost invariably used throughout the 
poem. The MS. is of a very early date, probably written during the author’s 
life-time.

The first page of the text is adorned with a magnificent initial letter, and a 
graceful border which contains Miniatures. One of these, intended no doubt for 
a portrait of the author (and probably, from its characteristic expression, a real 
likeness of some one), and enclosed in the initial, is very large and fine; it is in 
itself an artistic masterpiece, and would do credit to any of the great Italian 
painters. Italian MSS. of this work are rare, and in request because of the 
faulty state of the printed editions, regarding which Count Mortara, in the 
Catalogue of Italian MSS. in the Bodleian, observes : “ Stimiamo che sieno 
tutte pessime; onde volendosi egli citare, convert h far uso di testi a pen no.” 
The Italian translation was made about tho year 1300, the book having been 
always a popular one in all languages. It is a mystico-moral treatise, exhibiting 
the gradual steps to be taken up the “ Ladder to Heaven.” St. John of Sinai, 
its author, died about a.d. 580.

A comparison of this text with the Leyden edition of 1771 and the variorum 
notes shows that a collation of the present MS. would be necessary for a future 
edition of Boethius. It confirms some conjectural emendations and rectifies 
many readings; so that, although the scribe was evidently quite ignorant of 
Greek, his efforts to transfer the quotations to his own copy being wholly 
failures, yet he had before him a good original. Some peculiarities of the 
orthography are—the rejection of doubled consonants, as in modem Spanish; 
the occasional use of s for so ; the spelling of faties for facies , of amonitione 
for admonitions .

This is the celebrated Chronicle of Brute, which Caxton printed in 1480, 
and corresponds with tolerable accuracy to the printed edition, except of 
course in the orthography and occasional turns of phrase which Caxton mo¬ 
dernized in his book. There are few copies of the MS. now in existence, espe¬ 
cially on Tellum, and so far as they seem to be known, most of them are locked 
up in public libraries.

There is no other such MS. of Lydgate’s Troy in existence, nor perhaps 
of any similar English work, whether in the great national collection at the 
British Musenm or in any private library. It is perfect and splendid throughout, 
a circumstance which is really astonishing when we compare it with other illu¬ 
minated works of the same date. The royal magnificence of its decorations, and 
an instance in which an alteration has been made in the language and the 
rhyme, seem sufficiently to prove that Lydgate himself was the scribe, and that 
it was executed for some very eminent personage. A coat of arms at the end, 
painted by the illuminator of the book, shows that it was done for Sir William 
Carrant, or Carent, the chief of a family of distinction (original from Monmouth¬ 
shire) that had large estates and influence in Somerset, Wilts, and Dorsetshire. 
It may have been on the marriage of his son with the sister of the first Lord 
Stourton, that Lydgate was employed to w'rite and illuminate a copy similar to 
that which he had presented to King Henry V. The MS. afterwards came into 
the possession of “ Hugh Morgan of Monmouth in the marches of Walys,” who 
inscribed his name on the fly-leaf, perhaps about the end of Edward IV.’g 
reign; and still later into the hands of the Mundy family. The memoranda made 
by various members of this family, extend from 1532 to 1615. 

Lydgate’s Siege of Troy has only been printed twice—in 1513 and 1555 
(an abridged paraphrase issued in 1614 hardly needs to be taken into account), 
and both of these editions, which arc moreover defective and incorrect, have be¬ 
come excessively rare. The above MS. is therefore nearly equivalent to an un- 

E ublished work by an early English poet, the disciple of Chaucer. How well 
e worshipped his great exemplar appears in words in divers parts of the 
volume ; and it may be interesting to quote here some lines of his eulogy upon 
Chaucer, which will probably be new to most people. 

“ . . . it me semeth that it is no nede 
Sith my maister Chauncer heraforne 
In this mater bath so wel hym born 
In his boke of Troylus 8c Criseide 
Which he made longe or he deide

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The instance alluded to at the beginning of this note, of an alteration 
effected by the author’s own hand is the following. At the end of the long 
passage upon Chancer which forms the first quotation above, there were two 
lines which ran originally as follows :

An extraordinary religious Romance, composed towards the end of the four¬ 
teenth century, in Latin, and translated afterwards into most of the European 
languages.

The work has been considered by some to be the 
grotesque creation of a coarse mind ; by some to spring from the blasphemous 
ideas of an impious one ; and by otheis, to be the production of a far-seeing 
Reformer. However it be, the book was placed upon the Index Expurgatorius, 
although the author died in the enjoyment of his archiepiscopal functions. 

The plot of the story is, that Belial pleads before King Solomon in an action 
against Christ (represented by Moses), for having by improper and illegitimate 
means swindled Lucifer out of certain souls, his rightful property. The two advo¬ 
cates are sworn on the gospels to speak the truth 41 gerechtlich und aun gefar;” 
but the champion of Heaven is inferior to his opponent in argument and ability, 
and even in courtesy. 

A curious feature of the work is that it follpws exactly the whole form of 
process in the Ecclesiastical Courts, from the first citation to the final Judgment 
on Appeal, and is at the same time the earliest known record of such pro¬ 
ceedings. 

The drawings in the second MS., thirty-five in number, are of no common 
order ; in design and execution they recall some of the best productions of the 
early German artists, and entitle the name of Anton Kiittel or Riedel to rank as 
first in the list of the many artists of that name.

It contains a Chronicle of the 
City of Ghent, with lists of the names and the arms of the various officials, who 
had rnled in the town as Baillivs and Schepenen (Echevins) from the eleventh 
century to the time of the writer. The miniature which is inserted at the 
beginning is a large picture, representing rhetoric in the form of a queen seated 
on her throne, and surrounded by scholars and professors. This frontispiece is 
one of the most remarkable features of the book. It was probably executed 
in the second half of the sixteenth century, and exhibits the characteristic features 
of good Flemish Art.

The town of Rhythimnia is in the 
north of Crete, and perhaps an examination of the records of Venetian domina¬ 
tion in that island would show the exact time when the Protopapa flourished. The 
Music is noted in Neumes, and it is remarkable that where one syllable accompa¬ 
nies several notes, the vowels are duplicated or triplicated in spelling, as the case 
may be. There are two old vellum fly-leaves covered with Greek writing of the 
eleventh century.

Finally ensue three leitourgiai 
and several hymns by modern composers, including Joseph Cucuzelos the younger. 
The Musical Introduction, being a complete key to the hieroglyphics of the 
strange system of notation give especial value to the MS. as scarcely any one in 
the West seems to understand them.

The date of the MS. is fixed by the Red-Cross which appears on both the islands 
of Rhodes and Malta, by which it mu^t be concluded that the Knights had but 
lately removed to the latter island. The double-headed eagle which surmounts 
the crown over the Spanish arms shows that Charles V. was still on the Imperial 
throne.

This extremely valuable and important collection of coloured charts appears 
to have been purchased by Sir James Bateman, for the South Sea Company, 
from Wm. Hill, whose autograph letter dated 3rd Dec. 1711, lespecting the 
work, is prefixed. In that letter the book is thus described: “ There is a large 
laborious ornamentall guilt booke of mine with a redd cover in your Office att 
Broadstreete, called the South Sea Waggoner, full of curious Mapps and Platts 
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of ye South Seas, being ye long experience of yo famous Buckanere Capt. 
Barth. Sharpe and of an anticnt French Captain that hee tooke with his Booke, 
Mapps and Papers, who had used those seas 70 yeares, being all in tho said 
Booke composed and depicted by one Captain William Hack deceased, of whom 
I about 18 years ago purchased the said booke and paid him £70. for ye same 
&c.” 

This great curiosity ought to be secured in a Public Library. 

Captain Hack seems to have been out with Captain Sharpe; and, appa¬ 
rently, in a position of command, to judge from the observations that are scat¬ 
tered through the book. The sailing directions, derived from experience, must 
still be of very great value, and it is probable that the Admiralty charts might 
be corrected in numberless details from the maps of Captain Hack. Interesting 
facts concerning the cruises of Sharpe and others are written here and there on 
the margins of the charts, by which the work known as the History of tho 
Buccaneers may be valuably illustrated and supplemented. Hack published in 
1699 a collection of Voyages, which was incorporated in the later editions of 
the History of the Buccaneers, but the maps in the above volume were never 
published.

They all seem to have been natives 
of Spanish America; and after a visit to the Spanish court, during which the 
old man died about 1690, his son Bernardo returned to New Spain furnished 
with the King’s special recommendation to the Viceroy, which is included in the 
documents mentioned above. Consequently the volume will be found valuable 
for the history of the northern states of Mexico and Texas.

One chapter of his work is devoted to California 
and Sonora. The Emperor Maximilian caused twenty copies of this Informe to 
be printed in 1866, but without the additional documents also signed by Galvez, 
and dated as late as 1778.

Considering 
the excessive rarity of Welsh MSS., and the nature and fine execution of the 
present one, we may unhesitatingly pronounce it to be an article of very consi¬ 
derable value. There are some long notes on the subject by Sir Samuel Rush 
Meyrick, written cm the fly-leaf.

Extrf.mely valuable. Washington’s autograph is simply a bold signa¬ 
ture to a lorg letter concerning the exchange of prisoners, but almost all the 
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rest are fall autograph letters. Jefferson writes from Richmond, combining the 
sentiments of private friendship and public antagonism. Adjutant Keith’s 
autograph is an official treaty with General Burgoyne for the disposal of part of 
his captive army; General Fraser writes from the Camp at Saratoga to announce 
reinforcements to Baron Riedesel, and says, “ I have no doubt, you will be able 
to drive the fellows out of Benington.” This was 15th August, 1777 ; on the 
following day, Riedesel was beaten by “ the fellows,” and within three weeks 
General Fraser was killed and Burgoyne and his army prisoners. This was the 
work of General Gates, who, nevertheless, sixteen months later, writes in a 
friendly way te Riedesel about his “ sweet little family.” Sir Henry Clinton 
writes a pleasant friendly letter, Sir William Howe a gruff one, to Baron von 
Riedesel. General Burgoyne scribbles a long letter in courteous French, not 
many weeks before the battle of Saratoga. Lord Cornwallis congratulates 
Riedesel on his “exchange” from captivity, ten months before his own sur¬ 
render. 

This interesting collection was made by Baron von Riedesel, commander of 
the Brunswick contingent in the British army, during his service before the 
surrender at Saratoga, and his enforced three years' residence with the Ameri¬ 
cans, amongst whom he made many friends. On his return to Germany, his 
wife published Memoirs of their experiences in America.

They contain a review of Shenstone’s genius 
and poetry, with a parenthetical passage in which the character of Dr. Johnson 
is delineated, and a reference to Bums, all in one sustained note of four pages ; 
besides a memorandum elsewhere concerning the Leasowes, and an epigram of 
four lines on “ thick ancles.” which exhibits the young poet in his humourous 
vein. From every point of view, this memorial of Lord Byron possesses an un¬ 
usual degree of interest, far surpassing that of the ordinary signatures and short 
letters by him which have brought large prices at many sales of our time.

It would be of great 
value for collation with a view to restoring the purity of the text of the 
ASthiopic version, which by the admission of Dillman, is far from being in a 
satisfactory state.

A complete Jazarme jacket, covered 
with red velvet and tinned copper 
nails, mounted on a body, circa 
1470. M. (S. 16.) 

Engraved morion, temp. Elizabeth. 

A placatte, temp. Elizabeth, en¬ 
graved with acid, partly blacked 
in and partly gilt. There are 
also brass rosettes and false jewels. 

An ancient model in copper of a 
suit of armour, temp. Jas. I. 

Helmet, back, breastplate, and gor¬ 
get of scale armour, with original 
red leather lining and silver lace 
edging. Middle of 17th century. 
(Polish or Hungarian ?) 

Fluted armet, early 16th century. 
The beaver, which is remarkable 
for its extreme length, opens in 
the middle. See Violet le Due’s 
Mobilier, vol. 5, pi. 1. 

Close helmet, early 16th century. 
Also remarkable for its size and 
the large beaver. This retains 
part of the original lining. The 
rest of the latter has been sup¬ 
plied and affixed to the outside of 
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the helmet by silk laces passing 
through the original holes and 
finished by gilt tags. These tags 
are shown in Albert Durer’s 
print of the coat of arms with the 
cock for a crest. This helmet is 
supported by two bronze figures, 
1*4 high, partly gilt and enamelled. 

A tilting gauntlet, latler half of 
15th century. 

A glaive, with part of original 
handle. 

A spider helmet. 

A brigandine formed of small pieces 
of iron quilted between linen 
cloths, mounted on a block. 

A large cross bow, end of 15th 
century. 

ORIENTAL. 

Japanese helmet of copper tinned, 
with a very large embroidered 
hood attached. 

Child’s suit of armour, made prin¬ 
cipally of paper. 

Modem Persian suit of armour, 
shirt of mail, helmet, shield and 
vambrace, the latter three da¬ 
mascened. 

A Saracenic suit of what is com¬ 
monly called Kettlelid armour, 
mounted on a block and sur¬ 
mounted by a funnel shaped hel¬ 
met bearing the Constantinople 
armoury mark. 

An ancient Indian helmet of a cir¬ 


cular shape, with three bands of 
raised ornaments. 

A life-sized wooden figure clothed 
in an Indian coat of mail, similar 
to those drawn in Skelton’s work 
(p. 140); there is a black leather 
shield with gilt bosses, also 
a spear and helmet of small 
plates. 

Iron knee or elbow cap, with Cufic 
inscriptions damascened in silver. 

Sundry Eastern damascened gaunt¬ 
lets. 

Mail covering for horse’s neck and 
head. This has several iron 
plates and gilt bosses. It is 
mounted on a carton piene; 
horse’s head properly coloured. 

A Japanese glaive, with an orna¬ 
mented handle and sheath. 

An Indian suit of armour, com¬ 
prising coat of mail, rings in iron, 
brass and copper helmet. 

Indian sword (Burmese ?), with sil¬ 
ver sheath and handle, beautifully 
worked. 

Siamese sword, with an elaborately 
carved ivory sheath and handle. 

Japanese quiver, in mother-o’-pearl 
work, with two bows, gloves, &c., 
attached, complete. 

Coat of mail, two helmets, and 
gauntlet. The helmets are 
mounted in silver, and have niello 
inscriptions of owner’s and ar¬ 
mourer’s name. This armour is 
supposed to be of Tartar origin, 
date 13th century. 
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A case containing daggers and 
knives, from various countries. 
They are variously decorated with 
silver, ivory, enamel damascenes, 
and among them is a Japanese 
dagger with a bronze blade edged 
with bell metal. 

Sundry Eastern swords, and 

hatchets, damascened and other¬ 
wise decorated. 


A splendid suit of Japanese armour, 
with a great quantity of gold and 
colour, mounted on a life-size 
carton piene figure. The sword 
and dirk have their sheaths orna¬ 
mented with thin slices of shells. 

A coat of mail, each riog of which 
is stamped with an inscription in 
Arabic letters.

In the work before us Mr. Binns has done a great service to his readers 
by collecting a considerable number of the original copperplates need in 
printing the china, and, although from use they are somewhat worn, he has 
enriched his work with some of the best Another and more elaborate process 
was afterwards induced into the potteries called hat-printing. In this the 
paper copy, and consequently the printing press, was dispensed with. The 
impression was taken from the copperplate, on which the picture was stippled 
instead of engraved in lines, on to a bat of soft glue, and thence to the china 
surface, which held any colour that was distributed over the surface of the 
bat The copperplate is rubbed over with oil and then cleaned so that all the 
oil is removed, except that in the stipple-holes; the soft bat is then gently 
pressed on the plate, and takes the oil from the holes. Colour is then sprinklea 
over the surface, and adheres only to the oil, so that when cleared oi all the 
loose non-adherent particles, it has only to be placed face downwards on the 
china and gently pressed, when it leaves the coloured impression, which is 
afterwards fixed in the kiln. A considerable number of examples direct from 
copperplates are also contained in the present work. There are many engrav¬ 
ings or important examples of old Worcester ware, engraved especially for 
the work before us, besides all the known marks used in the manufactory, so 
that the lover of this beautifol kind of china ware can hardly want further 
information for his guidance.”— Scotsman, May 24, 1877.
